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This application is before the OfiBce of PCT Legal Admmistration for issues arising under 
35 U.SC. 371. The combined declaration and power of attorney filed 05 June 2006 is being 
treated as a request for status under 37 CFR 1 .42. No petition fee is due. 



On 06 December 2004, applicant filed international application PCT/EP04/13918, which 
claimed priority to an earlier application filed 07 December 2003. A copy of the international 
application was communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark Office fi-pm the 
International Bureau on 16 June 2005. Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.495, the thirty-month period for 
paying the basic national fee in the United States exph-ed at midnight on 07 June 2006. 

On 05 June 2006, applicant filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage in the 
United States which was accompanied by the requisite basic national fee as required by 35 U.S.C. 
371(c)(1); an English translation of the international application as filed and an executed 
declaration and power of attorney. 



37 CFR 1.42 When the Inventor is Dead, states, in part: 

"In case of the death of the inventor, the legal representative (executor, administrator, 
etc.) of the deceased inventor may make the necessary oath or declaration, and apply for and 
obtain the patent." 
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The declaration submitted on OS June 2006 was executed by Dawn King Davidson as 
heiress of the estate of deceased inventor, David Lee Davidson. However, the filed declaration 
does not satisfy the requirements under 37 CFR 1.497(b). Specifically, the oath or declaration 
must provide the citizenship, residence, and mailing address of both the deceased inventor and the 
signing heiress. The present declaration only provides one set of information. In addition, in order 
to proceed with national stage processmg a signed statement is required fi'om either counsel or 
Dawn King Davidson stating that she is the sole heir to the estate and that a legal representative 
has not been appointed nor is statutorily required to be appointed. 



Applicant's petition under 37 CFR 1.42 is DISMISSED, without prejudice .
